Tho people of Ontario and Manitoba 
are discussing the school qneslion with 
uiuoh iiileriiwi. and some e.\citeinent. It 
is quite ovident that tho majority in 
both provinces are not satisfietl witli 
the separate school system. They are 
Incoming restive under the restrictiona 
which the Coustitutiou places on their 
action in mutters 'elating to education. 
Our leiideis are awiiro that the educa- 
tiomil privileges enjoyed and e.xercised 
by any religious denomination in a pro- 
viboe previous to confederation, cannot 
afterwards be taken from it by provin- 
cial legislation. Separate schools were 
established in Ontario long be- 
fore ooiifciloiatioii, and it is con- 
tended that Manitoba is so situated 
that uulesa the .Constitution of the Do- 
minion is, changed it cannot get rid of 
its denominational system, Tho agita- 
tion on the subject of education in both 
piovincua is extremely unpleasant, and 
it is likely lo lead In embarrassing com- 
plications. We in British Columbia arc 
indeed fortunate to have a system ol 
education established which is suited to 
the ciroumstanoes of the country, and 
■which meets with tho cordial approbation 
of the great majority | of its inhabi- 
tants. 'J'lie oppoitiiiiity of obtaining 
the cleiiioiila of a good educa- 
tion in within the reach ol 
nearly every cliild iu the province 
without distinction of race or creed. 
The door of the public school house is 
wide opnn for all children. In it they 
receive instruction without money and 
without price. 'I'lie (ioverumont makes 
the echc- 'l.i its peculiar care and it man- 
ages them in a luauner highly satisfac- 
tory to the people. When we read ol 
the disputes that are raised and the 111- 
foeling that is engendered by the school 
question in other provinces we feel 
thankful that in this province that dith- 
cult question has been so satisfactorily 
settled, and that the system which has 
been established works so smoothly and 
is conferring such benefits on its inhabi- 
tants. The educational advantages which 
the people of all parts of British Colum- 
bia enjoy, if they were generally known, 
would lie a strong inducement to intelli- 
gent immigrants to make it their home. 

A PATMOTIG WOMAN. 



It is. a 'matter of .surprise to many 
, thatjhere is so large a proportion of 
women among the persons accused of 
political' offences in' Riissla and sen- 
tenced to e-Kile ill Siberia. When tak- 
ing part ill political atl'airs is so danger- 
ous us it is ill Russia, it would be 
thought that women would look upon 
political discussion with horror, and 
that they would not. .dream, of enter- 
taining opinions which ■ had -been'con- 
demned by the ruling class. But the 
contemplation of the iniquities of the 
Governme.it and tlio wnuigs inllicted on 
the people hceniH to liave driven timidity 
from the breasts of Russian women of 
education and refiDement and con 
verted many of them'into' fearless pat- 
riots, willing to malc'e the greatest aacri 
fices and to run the most dreadful riaks 
for the .'iukc of the millions who are 
groaning under _the yoke of the op- 
pressor. 

Madame Tshcbrikovu has shown what 
a Russian woman can do for the mere 
chance of being able to prevail lipon the 
Emperor to' take into consideration the 
condition of the masses over whom he 
rules, and tho nictliuds resorted to by 
those who are entrusted with the ad 
miniatration of jjublic ali'airs in Kussiii 
She addros-sed a long and very eloquent 
letter to the £mperor. She wenfi 
Paris to be able lo write it without in- 
lei'ference, but after sho had written it 
she courageously look it back to Ruasi 
and delivered it to tho Kmperor, and 
left a copy with each of the ministers of 
dtate. 

What sho no doubt expected has hap 
pened. She has been arrested. Madame 

Tahebrikova is not a rcv(dut ionist. SIk; 
it is said, is not coiinci-ud in any way 
with the is'ihilisls. SIk^ eviileiilly wroti; 
this letter bi'L-ausc .she could not lielp it, 
She felt forced to give expression to her 
views and her feclingH. .S'.e must at all 
risks protest against the tyranny which 
she saw wherever she-jyent. She is not 
a yoiing woman. She is fifty years 
of age, and has lived a quiet 
life. IShe liai made a reputa- 
tion for Iierself as a writer, and if 
she consulted her own oii;ie ami lier own 
safety, she would have shut her eyes to 
what she saw going on around her and 
remained silent. But she could not do 
this. 

This letter written by a Russian 
lady conlirms all that we have heardand 
seen respecting the C/ar's stern rule. 
This is the opening ])aragraph: 

"Your Maje8ty--'rhe laws of my coun- 
try punish free bpeccli. All that is hon- 
orable in Russia is condemned, and all 
thought perseoiited by an arbitrary Ad- 
^i{ni8tration.;'We witness the moral and 
physical tnasaacrs of youth, the spolia^ 
tlott'and flagellationj of 'people; oon^ 
demndd to remain' speechless. Biit lib- 
erty, Sirn, is tho primordial necessity of 
a people, and sooner or later the time 
will come when the citizens, linving un- 
der this tutelage exhausted their ))a- 
tienco, will raise their voices, and then 
your authority will have to yield," 

Madame Tshebrikova tells the Em- 
peror that he can only see and hear 
what his functionaries permit him to 
see and hear, that they form a thick 
wall bet^^■cl!n liiui and the millions of 
iiihahilaiitH who aie not in the employ 
of the Covernment. 'I'hese iunctionaries 
exercise the power with which they aro 
entrusted for their own pleasure, and to 
udvance " their own dubious afi'airs and 
interosta. " Thoy are under no i estraint. 
She says: — 

"There aro no longer any .punish- 
ments for spoliation and excessai com- 
mitted by people in power. Each gov- 
ernor is un autocrat in his province, 



Government that rules 1()0,(X)0,00() of 
people trembles before children. In our 
country, people are sent for 12 years to 
Kaatern Siberia for offences which, in 
Austria, would bo punished by two 
weeks simple imprisonment. The youth 
of the country thus liampled upon be- 
come red revolutionists." 

Wo can imagine how these prisoners 
are treated when — 

"Every prison gaoler, every 'etape' 
officer, may, without danger to himaelf, 
rob, strike, or martyri/.o the uiiiortnnato 
prisoners, the poor women and child- 
ren. . . All thei,' complaints aro uac- 
The victims protest by voluntary 
starvation or by some act of violeiiee, 
whic!: is often an act of folly. .VU these 
measures of terrorism, which cunmieiice 
with exiles under administrative order 
and end by the gibbet, do not elTeet tiio 
object for which they are intended." 

This heroic lady indicates the end of 
all this oppression in the following scn- 
teucea : 

"A Government which defends itself 
by means that are condemned by all 
public moral sentiment, such as exile by 
administrative oider, spies, Hogging, 
the gibbet and bloodshed, itself teaches 
the revolutionists the principle that the 
object justifies the means. Where the 
victims' of autocracy die by the thou- 
sands, -where people are Hogged to death 
with imptinity, an ardent feeling of com- 
miseration will always bring into ex- 
istence those who are willing to seek re- 
venge." 

Those who read Maria Taliebrikova'a 
letter wiU have nod#cultyin believing 
all that Mr. Kennan says of the cruel 
ties inflicted on Siberian exiles. Those 
cruelties and outrages are the natural 
and inevitable outcome of the system of 
government deacrihed by this talented 
and patriotic Russian lady.

AN EXl'LODEl) PROJECT. 

It ia aunonnced that tho delegates 
sent from Knglaiid hy the t'aiiadian 
Dead .Meat Company, whose stock had 
hoen placed upon the London market, 
have reported that Three Rivepa is 
totally unsuited for being made the 
headquarters of the enterprise. Tliis 
company, though under a somewliat 
different name, is tlie same which Mr. 
Prosper Bender, C. IC, inaugurated in 
London with a capital slock of 51,750, 
000 (£350,000 aterling), of -which he was 
to receive in cash and stock something 
like one-third. The prospectus for 
those, who knew no better, fore-shad- 
owed a most promising venture, but 
tho fact ia that it was mainly based 
upon niisrepieaeiitations, which the 
press of Eastern Canada e.vposoil. 
Mr. Bender, it appears, had ar- 
ranged with the municipal authorities 
at Three Rivers to be placed in posses- 
sion of a large building which had been 
racant for a long time, having been 
originally put up for some sort of manu- 
facturing purpose, and of a certain 
amount of contiguous wharfage accom- 
modation. Having got this much tho 
promoter caused his pi-ospeotus to be 
draughted and then hurried across the 
Atlantic to interview the men of money. 
As has been before said, everything was 
" coiileur do rose," ! lie prolit per head 
of catte slaughtered was figured down 
to a fine point, and was much more than 
it was possible • for the Armours, 
the Libbys, or other great Chicago 
packers, with all their appliances, 
to make. Moreover, it was act forth 
that vast quantities of beef were grown 
in tho vicinity which found their market 
in Chicajjo, and were afterwards shipped 
to the European consumers. All the 
cost of thirf shipVnent and re-shipment 
would be saved, hence the additional 
profits that would accrue. All this in- 
formation was quietly circulated in 
Great Britain, and the plethoric purse 
of John Bull began to open ; hut all of 
a sudden, unfortnifately for the enter- 
prise, the circular fell into the hands of 
some people who lindorstood liow 
matters were, and comnuinicalion was 
had with Canada, tlie result biniig to 
expose the fallticies and false 
tenccs whi<:h were at llic liottom of t!ie 
thing, a coiniijittoe being appointed, at 
an urgent meeting , of shareholders, to 
visit Canada and ascSrtain for them- 
selves how matters really stood. And 
in the telegram to "vhich we refer it is 
to be presumed we have the result.
